Dam deal 
previewed

The federal government 
and Pacificorp have reached 
an agreement in principal on 
removing the four dams on 
the Klamath River and have 
floated the deal to tribes, fish- 
ermen, farmers and conserva- 
tion groups. 

The White House intends 
to release details of the plan 
today, but sources say the 
agreement includes beginning 
to tear down the dams by 
2020, with Pacificorp putting 
millions of dollars toward the 
effort. 

The dams have for decades 
blocked salmon from migrat- 
ing into the upper reaches of 
the Klamath River, and 
salmon and other fisheries 
have suffered. The California 
Energy Commission and the 
U.S. Department of the 
Interior has estimated that 
removing the dams could be 
$32 to $286 million less 
expensive for Pacificorp than 
leaving them in place but hav- 
ing to build fish ladders and 
make other required changes. 

An earlier agreement 
among 28 agencies, tribes and 
other stakeholders addressed 
a host of other issues the basin 
has struggled with, including 
improving conditions for 
salmon, improving the 
Klamath’s notorious water 
quality and securing irrigation 
supplies for farms upstream. 
The agreement did not con- 
tain a dam-removal deal, 
however, and some groups 
criticized those who signed 
onto the arrangement without 
that provision. 


HELPING TOURISM WORK IN OUR COUNTY 
Farms as tourist attractions

How to make money from - and 
perhaps avoid being overrun by - 
farm-based tourism was the topic at a 
conference in Ukiah Wednesday. Area 
agricultural tourism proprietors 
shared their experiences of how they 
turned their lives into something peo- 
ple now pay them to be a part of, at an 
all day conference Wednesday in 
Ukiah. 

About 30 people gathered to listen 
to a full schedule of briefings and 
talks about agricultural tourism or 
“agritourism” opportunities at what 
was Officially named the North Coast 
Agritourism Conference. 

Three people currently working on 
their own agritourism operations 
spoke in the afternoon. 

Anne Austin, of the Lake County- 
based Eleven Roses Ranch was first of 
the three to speak. According to 
Eleven Roses Ranch’s web page, rid- 
ing in a mule-drawn wagon and eating 
a catered gourmet lunch are some of 
things visitors can do. 

Austin said that networking and 
passion are important things in an ag 
tourism endeavor. 

“You have to have passion,” Austin 
said, “God knows we are not making a 
fortune on this.” 

But if a fledgling agricultural 
tourism business finds itself with little 
money for marketing it is not the end. 

It has helped sustain the lifestyle 
that Austin chooses to live, she said. 
“We would do this whether we got 
paid for it or not,” Austin said. 

Following Austin, Torrey Olson of 
Gabriel Farms in Sonoma County said 
agritourism has challenged him and 
wife to control their agritourism ven- 
tures and not the other way. It is tricky 
having people come to your house, he 
said. 

The people who called about five 
years ago wanting to pick some apples 
and check out the farm has now left 
Olson without an apple to pick on 
Gabriel Farms. 

“This past year I did not pick a sin- 
gle box of apples to sell wholesale,” 
Olson said, “All my apples went to the 
people visiting the farm.” 

“This year what happened is that 
the agritourism ran us and we were 
basically trying to keep up,” Olson 
said.

you can live happily on your farm 
without being overrun by agricultural 
tourism duties, she said. 

“My goal is to maintain some kind 
of a balance with the farm so that my 
family can continue to live and work 
there in a satisfying way,” Bates said. 

Up to this time Bates said she has 
not seen the ill-effects of a slowing 
economy. 

“We are not seeing a big economic 
crisis from our perspective,” Bates 
said, "It has been a good strong year, 
we had a great crop, the prices were 
good, people want to eat local food 
and people want to come to the farm 
and have a farm experience,” Bates 
said. 

Wednesday’s conference on ag 
tourism also addressed the topics of 
creating a business plan, county regu- 
lations, managing risk and marketing 
ag tourism. 

James Dion, associate director at 
Center for Sustainable Destinations , 
National Geographic Society, then 
talked about Geotourism before atten- 
dees socialized over wine and cheese.

Court’s 
MJ action 
brings 
back regs

In the last week of October, 
the California Supreme Court 
agreed to review the most 
recent case (People vs. 
Phomphakdy) which had set 
aside, for about two months, 
the state medical marijuana 
possession limits. This action 
restores the statewide limits 
set by the legislature in 2003, 
which are now part of the 
state Health and Safety Code. 

The following minimum 
limits apply statewide, unless 
counties have approved 
greater quantities: 

“Qualified patients and pri- 
mary caregivers who possess 
a state issued identification 
card may possess eight 
ounces of dried marijuana, 
and may maintain no more 
than six mature or 12 imma- 
ture plants per qualified 
patient.” It also allows 
patients to possess more mar- 
ijuana if specifically autho- 
rized by a doctor’s recom- 
mendation. 

In early August, 
Mendocino County Superior 
Court Judge John Behnke set 
aside the specific county lim- 
its imposed by Measure B, 
referencing the Phomphakdy 
and Kelly cases until such 
time as the California 
Supreme Court ruled on those 
cases. 

Since Mendocino County 
has adopted no other limits 
after the repeal of Measure G, 
it appears likely that state lim- 
its apply locally, although it is 
clear that some defense attor- 
neys may disagree. The coun- 
ty does have a nuisance ordi- 
nance passed in December 
2007, which limits the num- 
ber of marijuana plants 
allowed to be grown on any 
one county parcel to 25 or 
less, no matter how many 
caregivers or patients are 
being served. 

In August 2008, the 
California Attorney General 
issued a comprehensive set of 
“guidelines to ensure the 
security and non-diversion of 
marijuana grown for medical

CNN Jonestown documentary airs tonight

Tonight will mark the debut 
of a two-hour CNN documen- 
tary featuring Ukiah residents 
Tracy Diaz, and her dad, Jerry 
Parks. 

Parks and Diaz, (formerly 
Tracy Parks), are survivors of 
the Jonestown massacre that 
took the lives of more than 
900 members of the Peoples 
Temple religious movement 
led by the Rev. Jim Jones. 

“CNN Presents: Escape 
from Jonestown” is scheduled 
to air at 6 p.m. tonight on the 
Cable News Network and then 
again at 9 p.m. The special is 
then expected to re-air at 5 
p.m. Saturday and at 5 p.m. 
Sunday. (All times are 
Pacific.) 

Diaz and her friend Annette 
Brockway, (not a survivor, but 
who was asked by Diaz to act 
as a moral support for her dur- 
ing the trip), were part of the 
soon-to-be-aired two-hour 
CNN documentary hosted by 
CNN’s Soledad O’Brien 


marking the 30th anniversary 
of the tragedy. 

A segment of the program 
was filmed on location at the 
airstrip in Guyana where then 
12-year-old Diaz witnessed 
members of the formerly 
Redwood Valley-based church 
gun down her mother, Patricia 
Parks, and four others as they 
attempted to defect from the 
cult. 

Diaz said she and a few 
others were lost in the equato- 
rial jungle for three days 
before being rescued as they 
were near death. 

Diaz said her mother feared 
what might happen if they left 
the church. Diaz said it was 
her grandmother, Edith Parks, 
who had ran up to Rep. Leo 
Ryan during his fact-finding 
mission to Jonestown and told 
him they were being held 
against their will. Diaz said 
Jones’ security guard accused 
Edith Parks of being senile. 

Ryan was one of the four 
others besides Patricia Parks 
slain at the airstrip later that

Democrats readying bailout 
legislation with ownership 
stake in Big Three 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congressional 
Democrats are pushing legislation to send $25 
billion in emergency loans to the beleaguered 
auto industry in exchange for a government 
ownership stake in the Big Three car compa- 
nies. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., and 
Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
hope for quick passage of the auto bailout dur- 
ing a postelection session that begins Monday. 

Legislation being drafted by Rep. Barney 
Frank, chairman of the House Financial 
Services Committee, would dip into the $700 
billion Wall Street rescue money, approved by 
Congress last month, for the auto aid. 

President Bush is cool to that idea. But the 
White House says he is open to helping the 
industry, which is buckling under poor sales, 
tight credit and a sputtering economy. 

In an Oval Office meeting Monday, 
President-elect Obama spoke to Bush about 
doing more to aid the industry, aides said, and 
Bush said he was open to it. 

Any effort to throw the companies a lifeline 
could run into GOP roadblocks that could 
derail it in the Senate. In that chamber, 
Republicans, including some who believe their 
votes for the Wall Street bailout hurt, and in 
some cases doomed, their re-election bids, are 
loath to agree to any new money. 


Missile defense chief: US 
interests would be hurt if 
Obama drops missile defense 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Air Force 
general who runs the Pentagon’s missile 
defense projects said Wednesday that 
American interests would be “severely hurt” if 
President-elect Obama decided to halt plans 
developed by the Bush administration to install 
missile interceptors in Eastern Europe. 

Lt. Gen. Henry A. Obering II, director of 
the Missile Defense Agency, told a group of 
reporters that he is awaiting word from 
Obama’s transition team on their interest in 
receiving briefings. 

During the campaign, Obama was not 
explicit about his intentions with regard to mis- 
sile defense. The program has tended to draw 
less support from Democrats over the years, 
particularly during the Reagan presidency 
when it was seen as a “Star Wars” effort to 
erect an impenetrable shield against nuclear 
missile attack from the Soviet Union. More 
recently the project has been scaled back, 
although it has again created an East-West 
divide by stirring Russian opposition to the 
proposed European link. 

Obama has said it would be prudent to 
“explore the possibility of deploying missile 
defense systems in Europe,” in light of what he

called active efforts by Iran to develop ballistic 
missiles as well as nuclear weapons. 

But Obama expressed some skepticism 
about the technical capability of U.S. missile 
defenses. He said that if elected his administra- 
tion would work with NATO allies to develop 
anti-missile technologies. 


Same-sex marriages begin in 
Connecticut as activists plan 
protests over Calif. vote 


WEST HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — Same- 
sex couples walked joyfully down the aisle 
Wednesday for the first time in Connecticut, 
while gay activists planned to march in protests 
across the country over the vote that took away 
their right to marry in California. 

Carrying red roses and a marriage license, 
Jody Mock and Elizabeth Kerrigan, who led 
the lawsuit that that overturned Connecticut’s 
law, emerged from West Hartford’s town hall 
to the cheers of about 150 people. 

“We feel very fortunate to live in the state of 
Connecticut, where marriage equality is val- 
ued, and hopefully other states will also do 
what is fair,” Kerrigan said. 

The Connecticut Supreme Court ruled 4-3 
on Oct. 10 that same-sex couples have the right 
to wed rather than accept a 2005 civil union 
law designed to give them the same rights as 
married couples. A lower-court judge entered a 
final order permitting same-sex marriage 
Wednesday morning. 

Gay marriage advocates said they were 
planning nationwide demonstrations this 
weekend in more than 175 cities and outside 
the U.S. Capitol. A Seattle blogger was trying 
to organize simultaneous protests outside state- 
houses and city halls in every state Saturday. 


Obama’s network: Can he 
duplicate the Internet out- 
reach that fueled campaign? 


NEW YORK (AP) — Transition officials 
call it Obama 2.0 — an ambitious effort to 
transform the president-elect’s vast Web opera- 
tion and database of supporters into a modern 
new tool to accomplish his goals in the White 
House. If it works, the new president could 
have an unprecedented ability to appeal for 
help from millions of Americans who already 
favor his ideas, bypassing the news media to 
pressure Congress. 

“He’s built the largest network anyone has 
ever seen in politics, and congressional 
Republicans are clueless about the communi- 
cations shift that has happened,” Democratic 
strategist Joe Trippi proclaims. The results, he 
says, “will be amazing to watch.” 

Republicans say they’ll be watching for 
White House Web outreach that appears overly 
political. 

“Hopefully, Obama will be a president for 
all Americans, not just the political supporters

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Later, a conservation success stor

Ten thousand years ago, Mother 
Earth was shivering through the last 
major ice age. The world’s oceans 
were as much as 330 feet lower and 
the polar ice masses extended much 
closer to the equator. The west coast 


of California extended 35 miles west 
of its present day location. At the edge 
of this coastline were foothills similar 
to Mt. Tamalpais. The ice began to 
melt, the water began to rise, and 
those little foothills became the isolat- 
ed orphans that we now call the 
Farallon Islands. 

Comprised of seven major islands 
jutting from the Pacific Ocean, the 
Farallon Islands add up to 211 barren 
and largely uninhabitable acres — 
uninhabitable to humans, that is! Birds 
and marine mammals see things dif- 
ferently. The islands, which are set in 
the midst of one of the world’s most 
biologically diverse environments, 
have been home to as many 
as 400,000 seabirds during a single 
breeding season — the largest colony 
of breeding seabirds in the contiguous 
United States. Six species of marine 
mammals also haul out on the islands 
to breed, and 36 species of marine 
mammals feed in the surrounding 
waters, including the largest popula- 
tion of whales found anywhere on 
earth. Great White Sharks are com- 
mon in the nearby waters, probably 
due to the large populations of seals 
and sea lions. 

What makes these islands and the 
waters that bathe them so rich in ani- 
mal life? Ron LeValley, biologist and 
photographer extraordinaire, will 
answer that question and more during 
a slide lecture on Thursday, Nov. 20 at 


7 p.m. at the Ukiah Civic Center. 
LeValley was one of the first biolo- 
gists to study wildlife on the islands 


after a research station was established 
there in 1968. He has visited and 
worked on the islands several times 
since, including for two weeks this 
past summer, and will discuss and 
illustrate the changes he has seen over 
40 years. 

The wildlife of the Farrallones was 
subjected to heavy predation by 
humans between 1810 and 1889 — 
originally for Northern Fur Seals and 
later, during the Gold Rush, for 
seabird eggs. The islands are now a 
shining example of successful conser- 
vation policies — efforts that began 
with Teddy Roosevelt in 1906 and 
culminated with the protection of 
waters surrounding the islands in 
1981. Conservationists and the general 
public alike were ecstatic when, in 
1996, the first Northern Fur Seal pup 
was born on the islands after an 
absence of 150 years. 

Ron LeValley is founder and Senior 
Biologist of Mad River Biologists, a 
biological consulting firm in Arcata 


California. Best known for his work 
on the identification and distribution 
of Pacific Coast birds and for his CD’s 
of bird songs, Ron also has a broad 
understanding plants and animals in 
general. One of his outstanding attrib- 
utes is his enthusiasm in sharing his 
knowledge with others. As a profes- 
sional photographer, Ron has com- 
piled over 70,000 wildlife pho- 
tographs for use in presentations and 
publications. He is also a founding 
member of the Mendocino Coast 
Photographer Guild and Gallery in 
Fort Bragg, where his photographic 
art can be seen.

Why the marijuana raids? 


To the Editor: 

Mendocino County law enforcement is 
reportedly conducting a major sweep of 
marijuana growers, big and small. I’ve 
heard reports that there are so many mari- 
juana arrestees in jail that people are sleep- 
ing on the floor. Some have been arrested 
for a single plant! 

Meanwhile, the epidemic of heroin over- 
doses in the county among young people 
continues. I know of two in Fort Bragg in 
the past couple of months, and one proba- 
tion officer tells me she’s lost 9 probation- 
ers to drug overdoses in the past year. 
Methamphetamine continues to plague our 
young families, leading to domestic vio- 
lence and removal of children from their 
parents due to neglect by meth-using par- 
ents. 

Why is law enforcement concentrating 
on marijuana, a medicine for many people, 
rather than on pernicious drugs like heroin 
and methamphetamine? I know of no 
deaths from marijuana overdoses, no DUI’s 
from unsafe driving due to marijuana, no 
families broken up because of marijuana 
use. 

My answer to this riddle is speculative -- 
I believe it’s a combination of money and 
politics. When a marijuana raid is made, 
the arresting officers confiscate whatever 
cash is lying around, sometimes thousands 
of dollars. Sometimes the money is not 
returned, but goes into the coffers of the 
sheriff’s department. The same is some- 
times true of property where marijuana is 
being grown. I’ve heard that the sheriff’s 
department depends on this sort of confis- 
cation to supplement the money given it by 
the county. 

Politics also plays a big role. The Prop B 
campaign, aimed at marijuana growers, 
was funded by developers who want the 
culture of Mendocino County to turn from 
hippie to yuppie. 

The federal government’s war on mari- 
juana is part of the picture; it’s rumored 
that in Humboldt County, several hundred 
DEA agents showed up specifically for the 
purpose of rooting out marijuana cultiva- 
tion. This may be part of the plan to inte- 
grate local law enforcement into the federal 
government, to ensure cooperation if the 
Constitution is suspended and martial law 
declared. This may seem exaggerated, but 
in fact the Dept. of Homeland Security has 
been training local police forces for years 
toward this end. There have been several 
exercises called Project Falcon, document- 
ed by Peter Phillips, in which nationwide 
sweeps of petty criminals take place, con- 
ducted by local law enforcement, but coor- 
dinated by the Feds. 

In any case, the concentration on mari-

Obama, be bold 


Just about everyone is giving President-elect 
Barack Obama advice based on one interpretation or 
another of what his victory really means. Obama 
should be wary of any counsel that the advice-givers 
had in mind before a single vote was counted. 

The worst advice will come from his conservative 
adversaries, the people who called him a socialist a 
few days before the election and insisted a few days 
later that he won because he was really a conservative. 
The older among them declared after the 1980 election 
that the 51 percent of the vote won by Ronald Reagan 
represented an ideological revolution, but argue now 
that Obama’s somewhat larger majority has no philo- 
sophical implications. 

These conservatives are trying to stop Obama from 
pursuing any of the ideas that he campaigned on -- 
universal access to health care, a government-led 
green revolution, redistributive tax policies, a with- 
drawal of American troops from Iraq, more robust 
economic regulation. 

Their gimmick is to insist that the United States is 
still a center-right country because more Americans 
call themselves conservative than liberal. What this 
analysis ignores is that Americans have clearly moved 
to the left of where they were four, eight or 10 years 
ago. 

The public’s desire for more government action to 
heal the economy and guarantee health insurance cov- 
erage, along with its new skepticism about the dereg- 
ulation of business, suggests that we are a moderate 
country that now leans slightly and warily left. 

But that wariness means that progressives should 
avoid offering advice based on the assumption that an 
ideological revolution has already been consummated. 
They should not imitate the triumphalism of Karl 
Rove and his acolytes, who interpreted President 
Bush’s 50.7 percent victory in 2004 as the prelude to 
an enduring Republican majority. 

Fundamentally, ours is a non-ideological nation. 
Many who would like the government to act more 
boldly still need to be persuaded of government’s 
capacity to succeed. 

Here again, Obama’s situation closely resembles 
Reagan’s. Like our 40th president, Obama has been 
authorized to move in a new direction. If Reagan had 
the voters’ permission to move away from strategies 
associated with liberalism, Obama has sanction to 
move away from conservative policies. Reagan was 
judged by the results of his choices, and Obama will 
be, too. 

Yet Reagan offers another lesson: His first moves 
were bold, and Obama should not fear following his 
example. The president-elect is hearing that his great- 
est mistake would be something called “overreach.” 
Democrats in Congress, it’s implied, are hungry to 
impose wacky left-wing schemes that Obama must 
resist. 

In fact, timidity is a far greater danger than over- 
reaching, simply because it’s quite easy to be cautious. 
And anyone who thinks House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
and her followers are ultra-leftist ideologues has been 
asleep for the past two years. As Pelosi noted in an 
interview in her office last week, her moves have been 
shaped by a Democratic House caucus that includes 
both staunch liberals and resolute moderates. She 
knows where election victories come from. 

“We have some fairly sophisticated people here 
who understand that you win seats in the middle,” she 
said, noting that Democrats did not win their majority 
in 2006 and then expand it this year “by espousing far 
left views.” The priorities of congressional 
Democrats, she added, are close to those of the new 
president. 

That’s true, and it underscores the fact that you 
don’t have to be “far left” to be bold. This is some- 
thing that Rahm Emanuel, the incoming White House 
chief of staff and no ideologue, understands. In inter- 
views Sunday on both ABC and CBS, Emanuel made 
clear that Obama’s overarching priority is to right the 
economy and that his other objectives fit snugly into 
that framework. 

He sees Obama acting in four areas of concern to a 
middle class that “is working harder, earning less and 
paying more.” The list: health care, energy, tax reform 
and education. All are issues on which Obama should 
not be afraid to be audacious. 

The economic crisis, Emanuel said, provides “an 
opportunity to finally do what Washington for years 
has postponed.” Here, the model is Franklin 
Roosevelt, who in the 1930s saw the objectives of 
economic recovery and greater social justice as close- 
ly linked. 

President-elect Obama can spend most of his time 
fretting nervously about the shortcomings of past 
presidents and how to avoid their errors. Or he can 
think hopefully about truly successful presidents and 
how their daring changed the country. Is there any 
doubt as to which of these would more usefully 
engage his imagination?

Glamour proves 
elusive at American 
Film Market annual meet

After countless years of 
covering the annual American 
Film Market in the relatively 
quiet California beachside 
town of Santa Monica, I real- 
ize that any encounter with the 
glamorous world of show 
business at a deal-making film 
marketplace is as elusive as 
getting a good suntan on a 
cloudy November day. 

People come to the Loews 
Santa Monica Beach Hotel 
from around the globe to buy 
and sell the rights to films, 
even ones that haven’t started 
shooting yet. In the span of 
eight days, 513 motion pic- 
tures in 35 languages are 
being screened. Where’s the 
glamour in this heavy sched- 
ule? Anyhow, who’s got the 
time to see all these films? 

Notwithstanding the mas- 
sive load of films on display, 
the AFM is not a film festival. 
You won’t find paparazzi 
incessantly flashing cameras 
in the direction of celebrities 
more often photographed for 
supermarket tabloids. Scantily 
clad starlets and wannabes are 
not strolling along the sand, 
the way it happens at the 
Cannes Film Festival. Instead, 
the hotel lobby is always 
teeming with faceless charac- 
ters, many of them with bare- 
ly a tangible connection to the 
business at hand. This is the 


sort of place that attracts all 
types of hustlers, quite a few 
of them conspicuous by the 
noticeable lack of a valid cre- 
dential dangling around the 
neck. 

Open to the public, the 
lobby is not where anything 
meaningful happens. It’s the 
equivalent of hanging out in 
the school cafeteria. That 
handy credential represents 
access to the hundreds of hotel 
suites where eager sellers ply 
their wares, operating what 
often looks like a swap meet. 
Inside these rooms, informa- 
tion is dispensed with color- 
fully slick flyers that 
announce the latest film pro- 
ject to which the name of yes- 
terday’s celebrity is often 
attached. Names like Corbin 
Bernsen, C. Thomas Howell, 
David Carradine, and 
Alexandra Paul. Sometimes 
they’ll all be in the same 
movie, as if a slew of has- 
beens might magically sell the 
picture more easily in places 
like the Ukraine and South 
Korea. 

A few years back, I made a 
game of spotting how many 
films feature one of the ubiq- 
uitous Baldwin brothers, from 
the better-know Alec to the 
obscure, forgotten Daniel. 
Oddly enough, not of them 
was discovered on my search 
this year. Instead, I was thrust 
into a new game not of my

choosing, one that resulted in 
the fun of discovering that the 
slumping global economy and 
the sudden rise in the value of 
the dollar against many cur- 
rencies combined for a one- 
two punch of an inhospitable 
reception among some sellers. 

As I ventured into the 
Voltage Pictures suite, I was 
casually picking up flyers on 
instant classics like Steven 
Seagal’s “The Keeper” when 
some flunky insisted on 
retrieving said promotional 
items, noting that they didn’t 
want the press to write about 
their films. For a brief 
moment, I pondered the absur- 
dity of this assertion. After all, 
the sellers should be in the 
business of getting attention 
by any means. But the staff 
person insisted the flyers cost 
too much money, implying 
that a lowly media scribe is 
not worth the meager expense. 
Now that I have written about 
Voltage, perhaps they were 
just employing an apparently 
successful counterintuitive 
strategy. 


More fun is to be had at the 
suite of Troma Pictures, where 
they seem really glad to see 
you even if you are not a film 
buyer. These are the clever 
folks who ecstatically 
embrace their devotion to 
schlock cinema. Troma gained 
its notoriety with “Surf Nazis 
Must Die” and “The Toxic 
Avenger” series. They won’t 
let you out of the suite without 
a fistful of flyers on classics 
like “Redneck Zombies” and 
“Class of Nuke ‘Em High.” 
Right now, the Troma folks 
are pushing “Pot Zombies,” a 
story about toxic waste mak- 
ing its way into weed, thereby 
turning pot smokers into zom- 
bies with a bad case of the 
munchies for human flesh. I 
kid you not, but this film 
boasts that you can “see a hip- 
pie eating a cop.” It’s destined 
to be a midnight classic. 

Despite all appearances, 
Troma hasn’t cornered the 
market on bad taste or even 
horror films. The winner of 
most grotesque flyer at the 
AFM might be “Gnaw,” 
which illustrates a pie filled 


with severed body parts. Not 
surprisingly, it’s a story of a 
sadistic family of cannibals 
who are set on turning their 
dinner guests into their next 
meal. Featuring the artwork of 
a bloody, mutilated hand, 
“Scarce” celebrates redneck 
cannibalism in a remote 
Colorado cabin. Far more 
laughable is the sight of 
female soldiers infected by a 
virus and turned into “War 
Wolves.” 

As a barometer of the fleet- 
ing popular culture, AFM 
always features a slew of 
films for the moment. For 
now, it’s global warming, and 
New York features prominent- 
ly. New York is under water in 
40 years in “Lost City 
Raiders,’ when two brothers 
are sent on a mission to find 
an ancient artifact that may 
control the water levels. 
“NYC: Tornado Terror’ pos- 
tulates that a giant jet-stream 
vortex has centered over 
Manhattan, leading to a 
twister that cuts a devastating 
path of destruction. After 
years of drought, “Ice 


Twisters” ravages the Pacific 
Northwest with shards of ice 
raining down on helpless vic- 
tims. 

Representing the indepen- 
dent film world, AFM has its 
share of quality films. In a 
perverse sort of way, it’s more 
fun to write about the junk. 
But AFM should get its due 
for promoting product that 
could easily win awards. The 
curiously titled “Men Who 
Stare at Goats” boasts a cast 
headlined by George Clooney 
and featuring star power like 
Kevin Spacey, Ewan 
McGregor and Jeff Bridges in 
a story about a reporter stum- 
bling on a mysterious military 
exercise. Mel Gibson stars in 
“Edge of Darkness” as a hard- 
ened Boston homicide detec- 
tive cutting through corrup- 
tion and cover-up to discover 
the truth of the murder of his 
only daughter. These are the 
type of AFM films most likely 
to come to our local cinemas. 
And for even better news, it is 
doubtful that an airhead like 
Paris Hilton will have a role in 
any of them.

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Maddon, Piniella win Manager of Year awards

NEW YORK — Joe Maddon easily 
won the American League Manager of 
the Year award Wednesday after guiding 
the Tampa Bay Rays from baseball’s 
basement to the World Series. Lou 
Piniella of the Chicago Cubs took the NL 
honor. 

Maddon, who succeeded Piniella as 
Tampa Bay manager in 2006, was a run- 
away winner in balloting by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America. He 
received all but one of the 28 first-place 
votes — the other went to Minnesota’s 
Ron Gardenhire. 


There has never been a unanimous 
winner for Manager of the Year. 

Piniella led the NL Central champion 
Cubs to the league’s best record and beat 
out Charlie Manuel of the World Series 
champion Philadelphia Phillies to earn 
his third Manager of the Year award and 
first in the NL. 

The fiery Piniella also won in 1995 
and 2001 with Seattle. 

This time, he got 15 of 32 first-place 
votes and totaled 103 points to 67 for 
Manuel, listed first on eight ballots. 
Florida’s Fredi Gonzalez finished third 
with five first-place votes and 48 points. 

Two other managers garnered first- 


place votes: Joe Torre of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers (three) and Tony La Russa of the 
St. Louis Cardinals (one). 

Dale Sveum got a third-place vote 
after managing only 12 games. He took 
over the Brewers on an interim basis 
when Ned Yost was fired in September 
and went 7-5 down the stretch to help 
Milwaukee secure its first playoff berth 
since 1982. 

After the season, the Brewers hired 
Ken Macha to be their new manager. 
Sveum will return as hitting coach. 

Tampa Bay, which started play in 
1998, had never won more than 70 games 
in a season before Maddon took over.

A’s acquire 
Holliday 
from 
Colorado

OAKLAND, Calif. — The 
Oakland Athletics completed 
their trade for star outfielder 
Matt Holliday from the 
Colorado Rockies on 
Wednesday, landing a big bat 
for the middle of their lineup. 

The Rockies received 
right-handed reliever Huston 
Street, lefty starter Greg 
Smith and promising outfield- 
er Carlos Gonzalez from the 
A’s. The clubs reached a ten- 
tative agreement Monday, but 
had to wait for the results of 
physicals and other details to 
be worked out. 

“We landed one of the 
biggest hitters out there,” A’s 
manager Bob Geren said. 
“He’s definitely a piece of the 
offense you can build 
around.” 

This is a major move by an 
A’s team that began rebuild- 
ing last winter and is more 
accustomed to losing star 
players than acquiring them. 

“We wanted a right-handed 
bat and we got one,” Oakland 
outfielder Jack Cust said. “It’s 
usually the other way around 
— giving away a bigger-name 
guy for guys who aren’t as 
established. It’s definitely 
exciting going into the sea- 
son.” 

Holliday, a two-time All- 
Star and runner-up for the 
2007 NL MVP award, is to 
make $13.5 million next sea- 
son and then will be eligible 
to become a free agent. 

“The long-term model for 
our organization to be suc- 
cessful has always been built 
around the team dynamic,” 
Rockies general manager Dan 
O’Dowd said in a statement. 
“The three men we acquired 
from Oakland are talented 
major league players that are 
a solid fit for us.” 

Holliday has 128 homers 
and 483 RBIs in five big 
league seasons. His best year 
was 2007, when he won the 
NL batting title with a .340 
average. He also had 36 
homers and a league-best 137 
RBIs in helping the Rockies 
reach the World Series. He 
finished second to 
Philadelphia shortstop Jimmy 
Rollins for NL MVP. 

Geren spoke to Holliday by 
phone just after the deal 
became official. 

“He is going to help us 
tremendously,” Geren said. 
“We all know the kind of tal- 
ent he has with his numbers, 
but I talked to him and you 
can tell the kind of person he 
is. It’s a great fit.” 

Oakland (75-86) reached 
the AL championship series in 
2006 before being swept by 
Detroit. Last season, it fin- 
ished with its worst record 
since going 74-88 in 1998. 
The A’s lost 44 of their last 68 
games after being just four 
games out of first place.

The idea of NASCAR racing without Chevrolets and Fords 
on the track once would have been unthinkable. 

But that possibility is no longer farfetched as the continuing 
economic meltdown puts the already struggling automakers in 
even greater jeopardy. 

U.S. auto sales have plummeted in recent months, and Ford 
and General Motors, along with Chrysler, are fighting for sur- 
vival amid the crisis. The three Detroit manufacturers — along 
with recent addition Toyota — are the cornerstones of 
NASCAR. 

NASCAR boss Brian France, speaking over the weekend at 
Phoenix International Raceway, acknowledged that the auto 
manufacturers “play a very important role in lots of ways with 
supporting teams, the branding and heritage.” 

But he also said NASCAR can survive without one or more 
of them, if it has to. 

On Friday, GM and Ford revealed multibillion-dollar losses 
for the third quarter of 2008, and GM warned it could run out 
of cash in 2009. It also suspended acquisition talks with 
Chrysler. 

Still for those companies to remain viable, they need to sell 
cars and trucks — and NASCAR remains a key marketing tool 
for each of them. 

Terry Dolan, manager of racing for GM’s Chevrolet brand, 
said the sport remains an attractive partner despite the compa- 
ny’s struggles. 

“We actually operate with three core principals,” Dolan said 
in a telephone interview. “We race to win; we want to make 
sure the audience that follows racing is relative to the products 
we sell, and we must get a return on investment. We’re work- 
ing diligently to make sure we’ve got all three of those bal- 
anced. 

“The plus is when you look at the NASCAR fan base. It real- 
ly does align with the Chevy product portfolio and there’s some 
tremendous loyalty to our brand that’s helped us to sell vehicles 
to this audience for many, many years.” 

Brian Wolfe, director of North America Motorsports for 
Ford, has a similar outlook. 

“We’re doing what we can, both on and off the track, to try 
and support the company,” Wolfe said. “On the track, we’re 
winning races and contending for championships ... we’re cre- 
ating a winning image for our products. Off the track, our dri- 
vers and teams in NASCAR and NHRA have been working 
hard to get the word out about our products.” 

Wolfe pointed out that Ford is in the midst of a seven-week 
online campaign in which its top NASCAR and NHRA stars 
test drive new products and blog about them. 

“We're using their popularity to reach their fan bases, and 
help sell more cars and trucks,” he said. 

Toward that end, Ford will unveil its new Fusion Hybrid — 
three days before the official launch at the Los Angeles Auto 
Show — as a pace car at this week’s NASCAR finale at 
Homestead Miami Speedway. 

“That’s what racing should do,” Wolfe said. 

But with the economy stumbling, unemployment climbing 
and just about everyone in the U.S. nervous about the future, 
race teams are feeling the effects. 

Some of the biggest teams with the most resources have 
begun laying off employees, and smaller teams are finding the 
search for sponsorship growing more difficult by the day.

MIAMI — Teresa 
Earnhardt and Chip Ganassi 
will combine their sponsor- 
ship-strapped race teams next 
season, an effort to stabilize 
their organizations in a tough 
economic time. 

The combined team will be 
called Earnhardt Ganassi 
Racing with Felix Sabates and 
will field cars for Martin 
Truex, Aric Almirola, Juan 
Pablo Montoya and a driver 
yet to be named. 

“In this ultra-competitive 
era of NASCAR, it is neces- 
sary to build and sustain the 
strongest team possible, and 
our combining with the peo- 
ple and equipment at Dale 
Earnhardt Inc. will help create 
a strong four-car program for 
years to come,” Ganassi said 
Wednesday in a statement. 
“This is a win-win for both 
organizations as well as all of 
our partners.” 

Both organizations have 
struggled to secure sponsor- 
ship this season, forcing the 
teams to pool resources. 
Although neither team was in 
imminent danger of collapse, 
both were searching for addi- 
tional funds to shore up com- 
petition and stability. 

Ganassi shuttered his No. 
40 team in July when he 
couldn’t find sponsorship for 
former Indy Racing League 
champion Dario Franchitti, 
who has since returned to that 
series. 

That move forced Ganassi 
to lay off 71 people, and he 
was hopeful he could avoid 
more cutbacks after joining 
forces with Earnhardt. DEI, 
however, was expected to 


venture. 

Both teams said details of 
the new organization will be 
announced later. 

Among the remaining 
issues is what manufacturer 
the team will use. DEI has a 
contract with General Motors, 
and Ganassi uses Dodges. The 
new team is expected to use 
Chevrolets. 

If that happens, engine sup- 
ply details must be ironed out. 
Ganassi has his own engine 
shop, but DEI has an engine 
partnership with Richard 
Childress Racing. 

Founded by the late Dale 
Earnhardt, DEI has been reel- 
ing since Dale Earnhardt Jr.’s 
departure at the end of last 
season. DEI swallowed cash- 
strapped Ginn Racing in July 
2007 to acquire shop space 
and owner points that would 
push Paul Menard’s car into 
the top 35. 

It started this season as a 
solid four-car operation — 
only rookie Regan Smith’s car 
lacked full sponsorship — but 
has quickly crumbled. Mark 
Martin is moving to Hendrick 
Motorsports next season, and 
the U.S. Army is moving its 
sponsorship to Tony Stewart’s 
new team. 

Then Menard said he was 
leaving and taking sponsor- 
ship from his father’s hard- 
ware store with him to Yates 
Racing. 

It left DEI with sponsor- 
ship next year only for Truex, 
who recently signed a one- 
year extension through 2009. 
DEI has been committed to 
Almirola, but there’s no indi- 
cation Smith is part of long- 
term plans.

Governor calls for summit Airs

SACRAMENTO — Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
seeking to influence a United 
Nations conference on climate 
change next month, is conven- 
ing a global summit on green- 
house gas emissions next 
week in Los Angeles. 

His conference, announced 
six weeks ago, itself will be a 
sizable source of the gases 
blamed for contributing to 
global climate change, 
according to an analysis by 
The Associated Press. 

The AP obtained a list of 
the more than 1,400 invitees 
through a California Public 
Records Act request. If all of 
them made the trip, their 
roundtrip air travel alone 
would discharge more than 
2,554 metric tons of carbon 
dioxide — a so-called carbon 
footprint equivalent to that 
produced from 424 cars dri- 
ven for a year. 

The Schwarzenegger 
administration said it plans to 
account for those carbon 
emissions and said the value 
of the conference will out- 
weigh those concerns. It will 
provide two days of work- 
shops on how industries can 
reduce their emissions, how 
governments can encourage 
environmentally friendly 
businesses and related topics. 

Lisa Page, a spokeswoman 
for Schwarzenegger, said the 
administration expects 700 
invitees and staff to attend the 
summit. The emissions gener- 
ated from all their travel, ener- 
gy used at the hotel, food and 
other services would be offset, 
she said. 

The money will fund alter- 
native energy projects in 
Brazil, China, India, Russia 
and Idaho, she told the AP. 

In addition, attendees will 
be provided room keys, name 
badges, lunch boxes and cof- 
fee cups made of recycled 
material. Water bottles will 
not be provided, and all left- 
over food will be donated. 

“Governor Schwarzeneg- 
ger is leading by example and 
taking thoughtful, thorough 
steps to offset the carbon foot- 
print of every last piece of this 
summit,” Page said. “Through 
the collaborative actions that 
will be developed at this sum- 
mit, the participating states 
and provinces will go a long 
way to reducing greenhouse 
gas emissions around the 
world.” 

Linda Adams, secretary of 
the California Environmental 
Protection Agency, said the 
conference has been designed 
to show global leaders how 
states, local governments and 
businesses can begin cutting 
emissions before they face 
binding international targets. 

“Until they know how they 
can achieve their targets, they 
are going to be worried about 
making a commitment,” said 
Adams, a Schwarzenegger 
appointee. “California’s posi- 
tion is we can’t wait. We need 
to get started now.” 

She said having people 
together at a conference will 


foster relationships between 
local leaders who otherwise 
may never have interacted. 

Schwarzenegger announ- 
ced the summit publicly at the 
end of September, with e- 
mailed invitations following a 
couple weeks later. In doing 
so, he set out a relatively mod- 
est goal — to produce a decla- 
ration of understanding for the 
U.N. to consider. 

Adams said the summit 
was in the works months 
before the official announce- 
ment. Schwarzenegger got the 
idea in April after attending a 
conference at Yale University 
during which 18 states 
pledged to take action on cli- 
mate change, she said. 

When he announced the 
two-day conference, the 
Republican governor said he 
hoped the ideas it generated 
would inform U.N. negotia- 
tions next month over a new 
global climate treaty. The 
U.N. is sending its deputy of 
climate change policy to the 
conference. 

Schwarzenegger said the 
summit will produce declara- 
tions and memorandums of 
understanding, including one 
to protect tropical forests from 
deforestation. 

The administration issued a 
news release this week saying 
the summit’s goal was “to 
develop creative, collabora- 
tive actions to advance the 
global climate agreement to 
reduce greenhouse gas emis- 
sions that will be negotiated in 
Poland in December and in 
Copenhagen next year.” 

Schwarzenegger, who has 
built a reputation for aggres- 
sively addressing climate 
change by setting state targets 
to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions, also wants partici- 
pants to discuss how to pair 
economic growth with envi- 
ronmental protection. 

The AP calculated the sum- 
mit’s carbon footprint using a 
31-page list of invitees the 
governor’s office provided in 
response to the public records 
request. Identifying informa- 
tion and even the country was 
missing for hundreds of those 
on the list. AP’s own research 
filled in the gaps. 

The invitee list covered 31 
countries — including China, 
Indonesia, India and Australia 
— 36 states and Washington, 
D.C. 

To determine the overall 
greenhouse gas effect, the AP 
calculated the roundtrip car- 
bon footprint to Los Angeles 
for each of the more than 
1,400 people on the list. 

It did so using an online 
carbon calculator that was 
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used by the United Nations for 
its climate conference last 
year in New York. The 
German-based Web site, 
atmosfair, is ranked as the 
most accurate by Tuft’s 
University, which has exam- 
ined the dozens of Web sites 
used by people and organiza- 
tions seeking to determine 
their carbon output from trav- 
el. 

Officials flying from over- 
seas will account for the bulk 
of the emissions — with trav- 
el from Indonesia, China and 
other parts of Asia discharging 
the most greenhouse gases. 

For example, the roundtrip 
flight on a commercial jetliner 
of confirmed attendee Ing H. 
Fauzi Bowo — the governor 
of the Indonesian province of 
Jakarta — will produce 10.8 
metric tons. That’s roughly 
the equivalent of consuming 
22.8 barrels of oil, according 
to an estimate by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

By comparison, a roundtrip 
flight from Chicago to Los 
Angeles discharges less than a 
tenth of the emissions. A 
reporter traveling from 
Sacramento to Los Angeles to 
cover the summit would pro- 
duce four-tenths of a metric 
ton of carbon. 

The AP analysis did not 
factor the emissions from 
transportation to and from air- 
ports or the hotel stay in 
Beverly Hills. It also did not 
include travel for some 200 
people invited from Southern 
California who likely would 
drive or take the train. 

Some of those planning to 
attend Schwarzenegger’s 
summit said they will offset 
emissions on their own — a 
process by which people write 
checks to groups that plant 
trees or promote alternative 
energy projects as a way to 
make up for the greenhouse 
gases produced by their travel. 
The so-called carbon offsets 
have become popular as 
awareness of global warming 
has increased. 

The Climate Group, a non- 
profit environmental organi- 
zation, buys emission credits 
for all its travel, said Michael 
Allegretti, the group’s director 
of governmental relations. He 
said it was a worthwhile 
expense to share strategies for 
cutting greenhouse gases.

Attorney General guide- 
lines for the rights of patients 
or primary caregiver: 

A patient or primary care- 
giver with a valid state med- 
ical marijuana card and no 
more marijuana than the state 
or local limit must be released 
and no marijuana seized. Even 
with a valid card, if someone 
possesses more marijuana 
than the established limit, all 
marijuana may be seized. If a 
person is acting as primary 
caregiver to more than one 
patient, he or she may possess 
up to the limits associated 
with the number of patients 
being cared for. 

If a patient or primary care- 
giver, as part of a co-op or col- 
lective, is cultivating, trans- 
porting or distributing the 
group's marijuana in excess of 
the individual possession 
guidelines they should have 
appropriate supporting 
records about the co-op or col- 
lective readily available to 
provide to law enforcement. 

For patients claiming med- 
ical marijuana protection but 
without a state issued card, 
officers are authorized to con- 
tinue any search or investiga- 
tion following standard law 
enforcement procedures. 
Standard procedures allow an 


officer to detain a suspect as 
long as they have reasonable 
suspicion, but they require 
“probable cause” for search, 
seizure, or arrest. 

If the officer reasonably 
believes the medical claim is 
valid, based on all evidence 
available and the person pos- 
sesses no more than the state 
or local possession guidelines, 
the person should be released 
and marijuana not seized. 

Officers are not required to 
accept a person’s claim of 
having a verbal physician’s 
recommendation if it cannot 
be readily verified with the 
physician at the time of deten- 
tion. 

If the officer has probable 
cause to doubt the validity of a 
medical marijuana claim, the 
person may be arrested and 
marijuana seized. It will then 
be up to the person to estab- 
lish his or her medical mari- 
juana defense in court. 

Attorney General guide- 
lines for medical marijuana 
collectives, cooperatives and 
dispensaries: 

Medical marijuana collec- 
tives, cooperatives and dis- 
pensaries must operate on a 
not-for-profit basis. 
Collectives and cooperatives 
composed of qualified 
patients and primary care- 
givers may only acquire mari- 
juana grown, transported or 
distributed by qualified co-op 
members. Each co-op must 
file articles of incorporation 


with the state and conduct its 
business for the mutual bene- 
fit of its members. Medical 
marijuana sales are subject to 
sales tax, seller’s permits and 
business licenses. Marijuana 
may be provided free, in 
exchange for services, allocat- 
ed based on fees calculated to 
cover expenses or a combina- 
tion of all three. 

Nothing in the medical 
marijuana laws allows mari- 
juana to be purchased from 
outside a group for distribu- 
tion to its members. Instead, 
the cycle is expected to be a 
closed loop of marijuana cul- 
tivation and consumption with 
no purchases or sales to or 
from non-members. To help 
prevent diversion of medical 
marijuana to nonmedical mar- 
kets, collectives and coopera- 
tives are expected to docu- 
ment each member ’s contribu- 
tion of labor, resources, or 
money to the enterprise. They 
also should track and docu- 
ment the source of all marijua- 
na distributed by the co-op. 

Many existing dispen- 
saries, which do not follow 
the rules of co-ops or collec- 
tives, are not protected by cur- 
rent medical marijuana law. 
Those that merely require 
patients to complete a form 
designating the dispensary 
owner as their primary care- 
giver and then offering mari- 
juana in exchange for cash 
“donations” are likely unlaw- 
ful.
